Her  Majesty 
the  Queen  also  visited  the  Fair  on  the  ofiening  day,  accompanied  by 
Sir  Albert  Stanley,  Pre.sident  of  the  Board  of  Trade;  Sir  Hubert  Llewellyn 
Smith,  Permanent  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade ;  Sir  Cecil  Smith, 
Director  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum;  Lord  Islington,  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Comicil  of  the  Imjierial  Institute  ;  Professor  Diinstan, 
Director  of  the  Imperial  Institute  ;  Professor  Loney,  of  the  University  of 
London ;  Sir  William  Clark,  Comptroller-General  of  the  Department  of 
Commercial  Intelligence;  and  Mr.  Gandell,  Director  of  the  Fair.  During 
the  second  week  Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra  and  His  Koyal  Highness  the 
Duke  of  Connaught  also  honoured  the  Fair  by  their  visits. 

Admission  to  the  Fair  was  coiitincd  to  trade  buyers  in  the  same  manner 
as  in  former  years,  and,  in  spite  of  the  increased  cost  of  travelling,  the 
number  of  visitors  who  attended  was  slightly  larger  than  was  the  case 
last  year.  Over  15,000  different  jiersons  visited  the  Fair  during  the  eleven 
days  during  which  it  was  open.  Many  visitors  came  on  more  than  one 
occasion  ;  and  the  actual  number  of  jiersons,  exclusive  of  exhibitors,  who 
passed  the  Fair  turnstiles  in  the  Victoria  and  Alliert  Museum  alone, 
amounted  to  over  27,6(.Kh 

The  total  number  of  exhibitors  was  440  as  compared  with  350  at  the  Fair 
held  last  year.  As  far  as  it  has  been  |>ossible  to  judge,  the  exhibitors  as  a 
whole  were  well  satisfied  with  the  results  achieved,  and  a  considerable 
numlier  stated  that  they  had  actually  booked  more  orders  than  at  the  Fair 
of  1916.  ,  Buyers  for  hiith  the  home  and  overse.a  markets  exjiressed  their 
aiiprcciition  of  the  marked  progress  which  ha<l  been  made  by  the  exhibitors 
in  both  the  design  and  rinish  of  the  gtxids  shown. 

The  following  notes  on  the  various  sei'tions  indicate  the  articles  in  which 
the  greatest  development  has  taken  place : — 

Toy  Section. 

The  jirmcipal  feature  of  the  Toy  Section  was  the  number  of  firms  ex- 
diibiting  dolls  of  one  kind  or  other;  whereas  in  the  1916  Fair  only  40  firms 
showed  dolls,  about  70  had  sjiecialised  in  them  this  year.  Dolls’  houses  and 
furniture,  as  well  as  |>a)>ier  mach^  toys  and  lead  soldiers,  were  also  repre¬ 
sented  in  greater  variety. 

Fancy  Goods  Section. 

The  fancy  leather  gtiods  exhibited  were  of  great  variety,  and  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  some  44  firms  were  showing  this  class  of  goods  as  against 
25  at  the  last  Fair.  Many  buyers  were  much  impressed  by  the  excellent  finish 
of  many  of  the  leather  goods  displayed,  and  there  is  every  prosjiect  that  this 
business,  which  is  an  importaut  one,  will  be  capable  of  considerable  further 
development  after  the  termination  of  the  war.  As  many  of  the  high-class 
leathers  formerly  used  for  the  manufacture  of  Ltdies’  hand  bags,  etc.,  in 
euemy  countries  were  of  British  origin,  it  is  very  desirable  that  this  industry 
should  be  developed,  in  order  that  the  6nished  ai’ticles  instead  of  merely  the 
dresaed  skins  may  be  cxjiorted  in  the  future.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
some  disabled  soldiers  have  already  found  emjiloyment  in  this  trade,  and 
some  sjiecimeas  of  very  good  work  jiroduced  by  them  were  on  view. 
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Particular  attention  has  evidently  been  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of 
photograph  frames  made  of  metal,  leather,  inlaid  wood,  etc.,  which  were 
exhibited  by  a  large  number  of  firms  in  a  great  variety  of  patterns  and  sizes. 

Glass  and  Pottery  Section. 

This  section  contained  practically  the  same  number  of  exhibitors  as  last 
year,  and  was  located  in  the  same  portion  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum 
building,  but  the  width  of  the  gangways  had  been  considerably  increased 
and  the  design  of  the  stands  much  improved.  The  section  made  a  very 
favourable  impression  and  the  numerous  exhibits  attracted  a  great  amount 
of  attention.  The  number  of  firms  exhibiting  laboratory  glass  and  porcelain 
w’as  considerably  larger  than  last  year,  an  advance  which  is  particularly 
satisfactory  in  the  case  of  articles  which  before  the  war  had  only  been 
manufactured  to  a  small  extent  in  this  country. 

Printing  and  Stationery  Section. 

The  number  of  printers  exhibiting  this  year  was  smaller  than  at  the  last 
Fair,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  stationery  trade  was  Iwtter  represented. 
Unfortunately  ilO  firms  applied  for  stands  in  this  section  after  all  available 
space  had  already  been  allotted,  and  were  therefore  unable  to  exhibit. 

In  view  of  the  interest  now  taken  in  the  Russian  market,  it  is  noteworthy 
that  one  firm  of  prititcrs  practically  confined  their  exhibit  to  matters  of 
inb'rest  to  manufacturers  and  merchants  who  intend  to  devote  special  atten* 
tion  to  that  market.  This  firm  displayed  a  number  of  catalogues,  pamphlets, 
and  posters  printed  in  Russian. 

Further  develojmient  was  noticeable  in  picture  printing  on  various  textiles, 
and  also  in  the  production  of  postcards  produced  by  various  processes. 
The  !iuml>er  of  firms  who  exhibited  pencils  and  erasers  was  greater  this 
year  than  last,  and  though  several  of  these  firms  had  only  taken  up  the 
manufacture  of  such  go^s  during  the  last  two  years,  they  have  already 
achieved  very  good  results.

Glasgow. 

Concurrently  with  the  Fair  in  London,  a  British  Industries  Fair,  organised 
by  the  Glasgow  City  Corporation,  and  under  the  auspices  and  with  the 
.support  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  was  held  at  the  'rramway  Dep6t,  Govan, 
Glasgow.  The  goods  shown  at  this  Fair  may  be  classified  roughly  under 
four  headings,  viz, : — (1)  Textiles,  including  hosiery,  ready-made  clothing, 
and  carpets;  (2)  lioots  and  shoes;  (3)  foodstuffs,  prepared  and  preserved; 
and  (I)  domestic  chemical  products  (soaps,  polishes,  disinfec  tants,  etc.) 

The  Fair  was  o})ened  on  Monday,  2t)th  l<'ebruary,  by  Mr.  Neville 
Chamberlain,  Direcior-General  of  National  Service,  supported  by  the  Lord 
Provost  of  Glasgow,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance  representative  of  the 
various  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the  country.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  object  of  this  Fair  was  threefold,  viz.,  (1)  to  induce  British 
manufacturers  to  take  up  the  manufacture  of  classes  of  gcxids  hitherto 
mainly  supplied  from  abroad;  (2)  to  show  British  merchants  that  they  could 
purchase  their  supplies  in  the  home  market;  and  (3)  to  bring  foreign  and 
colonial  buyers  into  touch  with  manufacturers  in  this  country. 

The  number  of  exhibitors  was  about  140,  and  the  strongest  section  was  that 
devoted  to  textiles.  This  is  what  might  be  ex|)ected  in  view  of  the  proximity 
of  the  iiouth  of  Scotland  tweed  and  knitted  goods  industries ;  but  there 
were  also  representative  exhibits  from  the  Bradford  district  and  from  the 
Midlands,  as  well  as  from  Yarmouth,  London,  Dublin,  and  Belfast.  All 
classes  of  textiles  were  exhibited — woollen,  cotton,  silk,  linen  and  jute  piece 
goods,  hosiery  and  under-clothing,  drapery,  laces  and  millinery,  hats,  caps, 
and  ready-made  clothing.  There  were  also  good  exhibits  of  carpets  and  of 
rof)e8,  twines,  and  fishing  nets. 
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The  exhibits  of  boots  and  shoes,  while  not  so  numerous  as  in  the  textile 
section,  were  yet  fairly  representative,  although  there  were  no  Northampton 
pr  Norwich  iiianufa<'t'.irer.s  exhibiting — probably  on  account  of  the  pressure 
of  war  work.  One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  exhibits  was  that  of  slip|)ers 
of  a  kind  previous!}'  ma<le  in  Oermany  and  Austria. 

As  rtgards  exhibits  of  foodstuffs,  the  Fair  has  not  obtained  so  much  sup- 
jK>rt  as  was  anticipated,  this  being  largely  due  to  various  Government 
restrictions  which  have  considerably  affected  the  food  trades. 

In  the  chemical  section  several  well-known  firms  have  good  displaj's  of 
household  soaps,  sodas,  and  washing  p<jwder8,  polishing  and  cleaning  pre¬ 
parations,  disinfectants,  etc.  There  w’as  also  a  goo<l  exhibit  of  coal-tar  dyes 
of  British  manufacture. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  numlier  of  overseas  buyers  was  not  so  large  as 
had  l)een  hotted,  most  of  the  exhibitors  were  of  opinion  that  the  Fair  had 
Iteen  a  success  and  «pute  a  numljer  have  decided  to  apply  for  space  at  next 
3'ear’s  Fair.  As  to  the  volume  of  business  done  it  is  not  possible  to  give 
figures.  Some  of  the  exhibitors  state  they  have  done  very  well,  whilst  others 
say  that  they  had  a  gftod  number  of  enquiries  but  that  they  were  not  able  to 
take  many  new  orders  as,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  completing  the  orders 
the^’  already  have  on  their  books,  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  promise  earl}- 
deliveries. 

During  the  first  week  of  the  Fair,  when  admission  was  by  invitation,  over 
26,000  persons  paid  a  visit  to  the  Hall.  During  the  second  week  the  Fair 
was  thrown  o|>en  to  the  public  and  the  numlier  of  visitors  was  much  greater. 
The  total  number  attenaing  in  the  two  weeks  was  nearly  80,000.  The  Fair 
clo.sed  on  Saturday  10th  March. 


EXHIBITION  OF  GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN  CATALOGUES 
IN  LONDON. 

In  order  that  British  manufacturers  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
familiarising  themselves  with  German  and  Austrian  methods  of  adver¬ 
tising,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  collected  over  7,500  specimen  catalogues 
of  German  and  Austrian  origin,  and  these  may  be  inspected  at  the  Foreign 
Samples  Section  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence,  32,  Cheap- 
side,  London,  E.C.  2. 

The  collection,  which  is  illustrative  of  a  great  variety  of  industries, 
includes,  for  example,  over  1,400  catalogues  of  machinery,  embracing  over 
iOO  of  agricultural  machinery,  in  addition  to  over  400  catalogues  of 
machine  tools.  Recent  additions  have  brought  the  number  of  toy  cata¬ 
logues  up  to  about  485,  including  the  productions  of  most  of  the  well- 
known  Nuremberg  toy  manufacturers ;  and  in  view  of  the  progress  made 
by  British  toy  manufacturers  these  catalogues  should  prove  of  particular 
interest  to  firms  engaged  in  the  industry.  There  are  also  about  350  cata¬ 
logues  of  fancy  goods,  over  245  of  glassware  and  of  chinaware,  about  600 
of  hardware,  640  of  electrical  goods,  1,100  of  tools,  as  well  as  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  referring  to  cutlery,  photographic  apparatus,  printer?'’ 
and  stationers'  requisites,  musical  instruments,  household  utensils  (960) 
and  furniture  (230). 

A  new  index  has  been  prepared,  in  which  the  catalogues  are  classifie*! 
both  as  regards  articles  of  manufacture  and  names  of  manufacturers,  thus 
rendering  identification  of  any  particular  catalogue  a  simple  matter. 
Copies  of  this  index  may  be  obtained  by  United  Kingdom  manufacturers 
on  application  to  the  Comptroller-General,  Department  of  Commercial 
Intelligence  (Foreign  Samples  Section),  32,  Cheapside,  London,  E  C.  2.

GENERAL  NOTES  FOR  BRITISH  FIRttS  ENGAGED  IN 
FOREIGN  TRADE. 

Tlie  following  general  notes  for  the  guidance  of  Hritish  firms  engaged  is 
foreign  trade  appear  in  the  consolidated  Statutory  List  issued  on  16th 
Fehrunrj’  last  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department ; — 

(A)  Trading  with  persons  or  firms  in  enemy  countries. 

1.  Generally.  Trading  with  any  person  or  firm  resident  or  carrying  oa 
business  in  enemy  territory,  or  in  territory  in  the  effective  military  occu¬ 
pation  of  an  enemy,  or  with  any  branch,  locally  situated  in  neutral  territory 
in  Europe,  of  any  such  person  or  firm,  is  prohibited  by  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  Proclamations  of  Pth  September  and  8th  October,  1914,  and  16th 
February,  1915. 

2.  Insurance.  In  addition  to  the  above  jirohibitions,  transactions  in 
respect  of  the  business  of  insurance  or  re-insnrance  by  or  with  any  branch 
locally  situated  in  British,  Allied  or  neutral  territory,  which  carries  on  the 
business  of  insurance  or  re-insurance  of  whatever  nature,  of  any  person  or 
firm  resident  or  carrying  on  business  in  enemy  territory,  or  in  territory  in 
the  effective  military  occupation  of  an  enemy,  are  prohibited  by  the  Trading 
with  the  Enemy  Proclamation  of  8th  October,  1914. 

3.  Banking.  In  addition  to  the  above  prohibitions,  transactions  in  respect 
of  banking  business  with  a  branch  situated  outside  the  United  Kingdom  of 
any  person  or  firm  resident  or  carrying  on  business  in  enemy  territory^  or 
in  territory  in  the  effective  military  occupation  of  an  enemy,  and  transactions 
in  respect  of  any  description  of  business  with  a  branch  situated  outside  the 
United  Kingdom  of  a  liank  whose  head  office  is  in  enemy  territory,  or  in 
territory  in  the  effective  military  occupation  of  an  enemy,  are  prohibited  by 
the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclamation  of  7th  January,  1915. 

(B)  Trading  with  persons  or  firms  in  foreign  countries  other  than 
enemy  countries. 

1.  Trading  is  prohibited  with  any  person  or  firm  on  the  Statutory  List. 

2.  Even  where  the  name  of  a  person  or  firm  does  not  actually  appear  on 
the  Statutory  List  but  doubt  exists  as  to  the  reliability  of  such  {lerson  or 
firm,  British  traders  would  be  well  advised  to  make  enquiries  of  the  War 
Trade  Intelligence  Department,  1,  Lake  Buildings,  St.  James’s  Park,  West¬ 
minster,  London,  S.W.  1,  as  regards  any  person  or  firm  in  any  European 
country  to  which  it  is  iiroposed  to  export  goods,  and  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department,  Ijancaster  House,  St.  James’s,  London,  S.W.  1,  in  any  other  case. 

3.  Trading  with  any  person  or  firm  of  enemy  nationality  resident  or  carry¬ 
ing  on  business  in  China,  Siam,  Persia,  Morocco.  Liberia  or  Portuguese  East 
Africa,  is  prohibited  by  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclamations  of  25th 
June  and  10th  November,  1915. 

4.  There  is  no  Statutory  List  for  China  or  Siam,  but  under  the  Proclama¬ 
tion  of  24th  September,  1916,  goods  may  only  l)e  consigned  to  persona 
authorised  as  consignees.  A  list  of  persona  authorised  as  consignees  can  be 
obtaine<l  either  through  any  book.seller,  or  directly  from  H.M.  Stationery 
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Office  (see  addrossefi  on  cover),  or  (in  Ireland)  from  Mes-srs.  E.  Ponsonby,  Ltd., 
116,  Grafton  Street,  Dublin.  Enquiries  reRardiiiR  any  person  or  firm  in 
('hina  or  Siam  should  l>e  made  of  tlie  Foreign  l’ra<le  Department. 

5.  The  exjmrtation  to  Lilieria  of  all  articles  is  prohibited  by  the  Exporta¬ 
tion  to  Liberia  Prohibition  Proclamation  of  26th  April,  1916,  except  to  persons 
authorised  as  consignees  of  article.s  exported.  Copies  of  the  list  of  firms 
authori.sed  as  consignees  may  l>e  obtained  in  the  manner  indicated  above. 

(C)  Certificates  of  Origin  and  Interest  or  Certificates  of  Interest  are 
required  for  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  certain  foreign 
countries 

With  a  view  to  preventing  breaches  of  tlie  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Acts 
or  Proclamations,  j>articularly  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Extension  of 
Powers)  Act,  1915,  all  goods  (with  exceptions  as  stated  below)  expoiTed  from 
any  of  the  countries  marked  “  .\  ”  below  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Australia, 
Newfoundland,  New  Zealand,  Union  of  South  Africa,  all  Colonies  not 
possessing  responsible  Governments,  and  Protectorates,  as  well  as  Egypt  and 
India,  must  be  aivompanied  by  Ceriificjites  of  Interest.  These  certificates 
will  be  is.sned  by  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers,  who  will  require  docu- 
raentarj"  evidence  that  no  jierson  or  jiersons  with  whom  trade  is  for  the  time 
being  prohibited  (e.|7.,  persons  on  the  Statutory  List)  has  or  have  any  interest 
in  the  goods.

Goods  cxjKirted  fn>m  any  of  the  countries  marked  “  B  ”  Ik'Iow,  for  which 
Certificates  of  Origin  were  formerly  required,  mu.st  be  accompanied  by  Cer¬ 
tificates  of  Origin  and  Interest.  These  Certificates  will  be  issued  by  His 
Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  on  the  same  conditions  as  (Certificates  of  Origin 
were  formerly  issued,  except  that  the  additional  evidence  required  for  a 
Certificate  of  Intere.st  must  be  produced  to  the  Consular  Officer. 

“  B.” — Norway,  Sweden,  llenmark,  Holland,  and  Switzerland. 

In  the  case  of  these  five  countrle-s  goods  for  which  Certificates  of  Origin 
were  not  formerly  nxpiired  will  not  have  to  be  accompanied  by  the  new  form 
of  Certificate  of  Origin  and  Interest. 

All  goods  exported  from  any  of  the  five  countries  marked  “B”  above  to 
Canada  must  lie  accompanied  by  a  Certificate  of  Origin  and  Interest. 

In  other  cases  (Jertificates  are  not  compulsor}',  but  many  traders,  and 
particularly  British  shipowners  and  masters,  will  no  doubt  require,  for  their 
own  protection  against  ixissible  breaches  of  the  'IVading  with  the  Enemy  Acts, 
to  lie  furnished  with  Certificates  for  goods  consigned  to  any  destination 
whatsoever.  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  have  accordingly  been 
instructed  to  furnish  Certificates  in  such  circura.stances  on  application. 

The  period  of  validity  shown  on  Certificates  of  Interest  or  Certificates  of 
Origin  and  Interest  will  in  no  case  exceed  two  months.  It  is  required  that 
shipment  shall  have  been  effected  from  the  country  of  origin  within  the 
period  of  validity  stated  on  the  Certificate,  but  it  is  not  necessary  that  the 
goods  shall  have  arrived  at  their  ultimate  destination  within  that  period, 
'fhe  onus  of  proving  that  the  goods  were  shipped  within  the  period  required 
will,  if  necessary,  rest  in  cases  of  doubt  with  the  importer  of  the  goods. 
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EXPORTS  TO  SWITZERL/IND. 

The  Board  of  Trade  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  traders  to  tlie  Procla¬ 
mation  which  was  issued  on  13th  March,  prohibiting  the  export  of  various 
articles  to  Switzerland,  and  particularly  to  impress  upon  them  that  the  Pro¬ 
clamation  does  not  in  any  way  incxlif}*  the  arrangements  made  l)etween  tlie 
Socifit^  Suisse  de  Surveillance  Economicpie  and  His  Majesty’s  Government 
regarding  trade  with  Switzerland.  The  effect  of  the  Proclamation  is  merely 
toi)rohibit  the  exportation  to  Switzerland  of  certain  articles  which  could, 
before  the  issue  of  the  Proclamation,  l)c  e:;ported  without  a  licence  to  that 
country  if  consigneil  to  the  Societe  Suisse  de  Surveillance  Economique. 
1'hese  articles  can  now  only  lx;  exported  to  Switzerland  under  licences 
granted  by  the  War  Trade  Department. 

It  should  be  explained  that  the  Schedule  to  the  Proclamation  embraces  all 
the  articles  which  have  hitherto  been  required  to  l)e  consigned  to  the  Sooi<it<5. 
The  exportation  of  most  of  the>-e  articles  is  already  prohibited  to  Switzerland 
except  under  licence.  The  actual  number  of  additional  articles  in  respect  of 
which  a  licence  will  be  required,  by  virtue  of  the  present  Proclamation,  is 
not  large. 


EXPORTS  of  WOOL. 

Forthcoming  Conference.

Arrangements  are  being  made  by  which  merchants  and  top  makers  will 
be  invited  to  offer  their  stocks;  and  lots  which  are  nut  found  suitable  will 
receive  consideration  by  the  Licensing  Authorities  as  soon  as  the  i.ssue  of 
licences  for  export  can  be  resumed.  (D.C.I,  13,712.) 


EXPORT  OF  HOSIERY  YARN. 

The  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department  further  gives  notice  that

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ENEMY  DEBTORS  OF  BRITISH  FIRMS. 

The  I’arliainentary  Secretary  of  the  Hoard  of  Trade  stated  in  the  House  of 
C’ommons  on  1st  March  that  the  Board  of  Trade  are  not  prej)ared,  as  at 
present  advised,  to  order  the  payment  of  debts  due  to  British  firms  by 
enemies  out  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  Public  Trustee  under  the  trading 
with  the  enemy  legislation.  It  is,  however,  ojien  to  the  creditors  of  an  enemy 
in  resjiect  of  whom  money  has  been  paid  to  the  Public  Trustee  under  the 
Trading  with  the  Enemy  Acts,  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  order  for  the 
payment,  out  of  the  money  so  held,  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  debt  due 
l)y  that  enemy.  The  Foreign  Trade  Debts  Committee  are  also  prepared  to 
consider  applications  by  exporting  firms,  under  the  scheme  of  drd  November, 
Ifili,  for  advances  in  resjiect  of  debts  outstanding  abroad.

ORDER  AS  TO  PRIORITY. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  issued  the  following  Order,  under  date 
8th  March,  requiring  that  all  persons  engaged  in  any  of  the  trades,  busi¬ 
nesses,  or  industries  specified  in  the  third  schedule  hereto,  shall  in  all 
respects  comply  with  the  following  directions  and  regulations  as  to  the 
priority  to  be  given  to  work  carri^  out  in  their  factories  and  workshops 
and  elsewhere  in  or  in  connection  with  such  trades,  businesses,  or  indus¬ 
tries  or  any  of  them. 

(1)  Priority  shall  be  given  to  work  in  such  trades,  businesses  and  in¬ 
dustries  in  accordance  with  the  classification  set  out  in  the  first  schedule 
hereto. 

(2)  All  work  and  orders  for  work  or  materials  undertaken  by  them 
shall  be  divided  into  the  three  Classes :  Class  A,  Class  B  and  Class  C 
mentioned  in  the  first  schedule. 

(3)  Work  and  orders  in  Class  A  shall  take  precedence  of  work  and  orders 
in  Class  B  or  Class  C,  and  work  and  orders  in  Class  B  shall  take  pre¬ 
cedence  of  work  and  orders  in  Class  C,  irrespective  of  the  date  when  the 
orders  were  received  and  of  any  contractual  obligations  to  the  contrary. 

(4)  Subject  to  paragraph  7  hereof  orders  for  work  shall  be  treated  as 
belonging  to  Class  A  or  Class  B  as  the  case  may  be  if  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  from  the  person  ordering  the  same  in  the  form  set  out  in  the 
second  schedule  hereto,  stating  that  the  work  belongs  to  Class  A  or  Class  B 
respectively. 

(5)  In  the  case  of  a  person  whose  production  either  as  regards  the  whole 
or  a  particular  part  thereof  is  regulated  by  specific  directions  or  regula¬ 
tions  from  any  Department  of  the  Government,  such  person  shall  not  in 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  production  so  regulated  act  on  a  certificate  pre¬ 
sented  to  him  by  another  person,  but  must  apply  for  instructions  to  the 
Department  which  regulat^  such  production,  forwarding  to  that  Depart¬ 
ment  the  certificate  presented.  Any  order  for  work  which  entails  the  use 
of  materials  which  are  for  the  time  being  suyect  to  control  by  a  Govern¬ 
ment  Department,  and  in  respect  of  which  Itogulations  shall  have  been 
issued,  must  not  be  carried  out  until  after  compliance  with  the  said  Regu¬ 
lations. 

(6)  Any  order  for  work  not  accompanied  by  a  certificate  in  the  form  set 
out  in  the  second  schedule  hereto  to  the  effect  that  the  work  falls  within 
Class  A  or  Class  B  shall  be  treated  as  an  order  for  work  in  Class  C. 

(7)  Any  particular  or  special  directions  or  regulations  issued  in  writing 
by  the  Minister  of  Munitions,  or  by  any  Government  Department  regu¬ 
lating  production  as  mentioned  in  paragraph  6  hereof,  as  to  the  classifica¬ 
tion  of  any  work  or  order,  or  as  to  the  relative  urgency  of  different  work 
or  orders  belonging  to  the  same  class,  shall  over-ride  these  general  direc¬ 
tions  and  regulations. 
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Orokr  A^  TO  Priority — continued. 

As  from  the  date  hereof  this  Order  shall  be  substituted  for  Circular  L  33 
as  to  the  control  of  output  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions  on  the  Slst 
March,  1916,  and  references  to  thus  Order  and  the  corresponding  classes 
herein  mentioned  shall  be  substituted  in  uU  orders,  directions,  notices  and 
]>ermits  already  made  or  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Muni¬ 
tions  for  any  references  therein  to  the  said  Circular  L  33  and  the  classes 
therein  mentioned,  but  such  substitutions  shall  not  affect  the  previous 
operation  of  the  said  Circular  L  33  or  any  of  such  orders,  directions, 
regulations,  notices  or  permits  or  the  validity  of  any  action  taken  under 
them  or  any  of  them,  or  any  penalty  or  punishment  incurred  in  respect 
of  any  contravention  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  same  or  any  of  them 
or  any  proceeding  or  remedy  in  respect  of  such  penalty  or  punishment. 

And  any  certificate  already  issued  under  the  said  Circular  L  33  shall, 
so  far  as  the  same  was  proi>erly  issued  thereunder,  continue  to  have  the 
same  effect  as  if  this  Oraer  had  never  been  made.

CONTROL  OF  FATS.  OILS,  OILSEEDS  AND  THEIR  PRODUCTS.  . 
New  Branch  of  the  Miniitry  of  Munitions. 

Tlie  Ministry  of  Munitions  announce  that,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Ministry  of  Ftaxl  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  they  have  assumed  control 
of  all  fats,  oils,  oilseeils  and  their  products,  including  oilcake,  soap  and  mar¬ 
garine.  A  new  Branch  of  the  Explosives  Department  of  the  Ministry  is  being 
organised  under  Mr.  Alfred  Bigland,  M.P.,  as  Controller,  assisted  by  a 
Consultative  Committee  representing  other  (iovernment  Departments. 

Mr.  Bigland  has  for  over  a  year  had  charge  of  the  interests  of  the  Ministry 
of  Munitions  in  rcsjrectof  oils,  fats,  and  oilseeils,  required  for  the  extraction 
of  gl3*cerine  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  projrellant  explosives. 

The  Secretary  of  the  new  Branch  is  Mr.  C.  W.  Bird,  to  whom  communica¬ 
tions  should  he  addressed  at  the  Oils  and  Fats  Branch,  Department  of 
Explosives  Supply,  Ministry  of  Munitions,  Storey’s  Gate,  London  S.W.  1.

RESTRICTIONS  ON  DEALING  IN  CUPRO  NICKEL  SCRAP. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  issued  the  following  Order,  under  date 
0th  March : — 

1.  All  cupro-nickcl  scrap  as  heieinafter  defined  shall,  as  from  the  13th  day 
of  March  (hereinafter  called  ”  the  appointed  day  ”),  be  dealt  with  and  disposed 
of  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  time  to  time  given  by  the  Director  of 
Non-Ferrous  Rolled  Metal  Strip  and  Sheet  Supply  (E.M.  7),  Ministry  of 
Munitions,  W’bitehall  Place,  London,  S.W.  1,  on  behalf  of  the  Minister,  and  not 
otherwise. 

2.  No  jrerson  shall  as  from  the  appointed  day  sell,  offer  for  sale,  use  or 
otherwise  deal  with  or  disixise  of  any  cupro-nickel  scrap,  whether  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  a  contract  existing  ]>rior  to  the  apiminted  day  or  not,  except  under 
and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  licence  granted  by’  the  said  Dii'ector 
on  l>ehalf  of  the  Minister. 

3.  All  mrsons  shall,  on  or  l)efore  the  24th  day  of  March,  1917,  furnish  to 
the  said  Director  a  statement  in  writing  giving  particulars  of  all  cupro¬ 
nickel  scrap  in  their  possession  or  under  tlieir  control  on  the  appointed  day,

and  of  all  their  existing  contracts  and  orders  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  i

4.  'I'he  term  cnpro-nickel  scrap  for  the  pur|>ose  of  this  Order  shall  include  | 

and  mean  all  kinds  of  cnpro-nickel  webbing  scrap,  process  scrap,  ami  swarf 

and  scrap  of  whatsoever  kind  or  nature  in  the  composition  of  which  copper 
and  nickel  are  includeil,  or  any  of  them. 

5.  llie  Minister  will  subsequently  communicate  to  the  owners  of  cupro¬ 
nickel  scrap  taken  over  by  him  the  prices  which  he  will  lie  prepared  to  pay 
for  the  same. 

6.  Any  jierson  acting  in  contravention  of  or  failing  to  comply  with  this 
Order  will  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  the- Defence  of  the  Realm  Regula¬ 
tions  and  l)e  liable  to  |>enalties  of  fine  and  imprisonment. 


PAPER  RESTRICTION  ORDER,  1917. 

Days  of  Grace  for  Use  of  Posters,  Catalogues,  etc.,  extended  to  24th  March. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  pp.  674-5  of  last  week’s  issue  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  relative  to  the  Paper  Restriction  Order,  1917,  it 
is  notified  that  the  Paper  Commission  has  issued  the  following  announce¬ 
ment  : — 

Under  the  Paper  Restriction  Order,  1917,  dated  2nd  March,  the  exhibition 
of  posters  and  the  posting  and  delivery  of  catalogues,  ])rice  lists,  etc.,  were 
strictly  limited.  In  order  to  enable  those  who  had  such  posters,  catalogues, 
etc.,  in  stock  to  make  immediate  use  of  them,  they  were  allowed  until  10th 
March  for  that  purpose.  Under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  'Piade,  the 
Paper  Commission  announces  that  those  days  of  grace  for  the  use  of  posters 
and  the  posting  and  delivery  of  catalogues,  etc.,  in  stock  have  been  extended 
to  24th  March,  after  which  the  regulations  of  the  Order  will  apply  strictly. 

(D.C.l.  13,544.) 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade  stated  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  12th  March  that  the  request  in  writing  for  tradesmen’s 
circulars,  etc.,  referred  to  in  Clause  3  of  the  Paper  Restriction  Order,  1917, 
neetl  not  be  for  one  particular  circular,  but  may  be  a  general  request  for  all 
such  circulars  as  may  lie  issued,  or  for  all  circulars  of  some  specified  class'or 
description. 

•Mr,  Roberts  also  .stated  that  the  provisions  of  Clause  1  of  the  Order,  with 
regard  to  the  size  of  posters,  jirohibits  the  manufacture  of  posters  over  a 
certain  size,  but  not  the  exhibition  of  posters  already  in  stock.  The  only 

tirovision  against  the  exhibition  of  posters  is  that  relating  to  newspaper 
tills  and  to  goods  offered  for  sale  by  a  retailer,  and  as  regards  the  latter  it 
has  Iteen  decided  to  allow  a  limited  time  within  which  those  already  in  stock 
may  he  exhibited. 

COAL  CONTRACTS 

Notice  to  Coal  Owners,  Factors  and  Merchants. 

In  view  of  existing  circumstances,  the  Controller  of  Coal  Mines  points  out 
the  necessity  for  coal  owners,  factors  and  merchants  refraining  at  the 
present  time  from  making  forward  contracts  for  longer  periods  than  three 
months. 

It  is  becoming  urgentl}’  necessary  that  special  efforts  should  he  made  to 
relieve  the  congestion  of  transport  on  the  railways?,  and  with  this  in  view  the 
need  for  limiting  the  scope  of  future  commitments  will  Ije  obvious  to  all 
concerned. 

The  Controller  takes  the  opportunity  of  reminding  coal  owners,  factors 
and  merchants  that  in  the  national  interest  great  benefit  would  residt  from 
sustained  effort  to  ensure  that  all  descriptions  of  coal  be  purcha-sed  from 
collieries  situated  as  near  as  possible  to  the  consuming  points,  thus  securing 
the  minimum  of  haulage  and  resultant  economy  in  the  use  of  both  wagons 
and  locomotives.  ’

Wliile  it  i«  i-erogiiised  that  tliis  may  prevent  some  consumer.s  obtaining  the 
rla««  t>f  coal  nsualty  sought  for,  it  is  suggested  that  in  many  cases  the  effect 
of  such  changes  would  not  neccssaril}'  act  adv<‘rsely  on  the  operations  for 
which  the  coal  is  re<piirc<l. 

The  C'ontroller  feels  assui*etl  that  all  concerned  will  appreciate  the  need 
for  carefully  weighing  th"  conditions  iiufarsed  upon  the  trade  by  reason  of 
the  War,  and  that  he  nia\  rely  upon  the  whole  problem  being  approached  by 
tradi'rs  ratlier  from  the  |Munt  of  view  of  the  national  interest  than  that  of 
adherence  to  commercial  methods  governing  procedure  in  times  of  peace.

1'hc  Secretarj'  of  the  Petrol  (Control  Committee  announces  that  the 
restrictions  which  have  l)een  imposed  on  the  use  of  {)etiol  have  led  to  a 
c'onsiderable  increase  in  the  consumption  of  j>etrol  substitutes.  The  importa¬ 
tion  of  these  substitutes  requires  tlie  use  of  tonnage  which  it  is  absolutely 
ne<*essary  to  economise.  'I'he  I’etrol  Control  Committee  are  therefore 
com|K'lle<l  to  take  measures  for  the  limitatioi;  of  the  consumption  of  petrol 
substitutes  useii  in  motor  veliicies.  and  the  attention  of  all  owners  and  users 
of  motor  vehicles  is  called  to  the  following  Order  which  is  being  issued  to 
all  licensed  dealers  in  motor  spirit,  and  will  have  effect  as  from  10th 
March,  1917 

“'I'he  sales  of  all  substitutes  for  ]>otrol  which  are  sold  for  u.se  in  motor 
vehicles  must  l)e  entered  on  the  motor  spirit  licence  held  by  the  purchaser. 

“  The  monthly  <pnintitv  of  petrol  and  substitutes  purcha.se<i  by  the  owner  of 
any  motor  vehicle  must  not  exceeii  the  monthly  quantity  of  motor  spirit 
authorised  hy  the  Petrol  Control  Committee  to  be  purchased.”

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TRADES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  OF  PRIMARY  IMPORTANCE. 

The  Director- (leneral  of  National  Service  announces  that  he  has  decided 
that  National  Service  Volunteers  may  he  supplied  for  work  in  the  trades  of 
primary  importance  descril)ed  in  the  list  which  was  published  on  pp.  614-7 
of  the  “  Board  of  'I'rade  Journal  ”  of  1st  March.  Employers  who  wish  to 
obtain  the  services  of  National  Service  V'^olunteers  for  work  in  these  trades 
should  obtain  from  the  nearest  Employment  E.xchango  a  form  (N.  S.  V.  12) 
on  which  to  make  application.  The  form  when  completed  should  l)e  returned 
to  the  local  Employment  Exchange. 

With  regard  to  applications  for  National  Service  Volunteers  to  be 
employed  in  agriculture,  further  notices  will  be  issued  relative  to  the  special 
arrangements  which  are  l)eing  made. 

National  Service  Volunteers  who  aro  transferred  to  work  of  national  im¬ 
portance  are  entitled  to  receive  the  rateot  wages  current  for  the  job  to  which 
they  are  transferred,  or  a  minimum  wage  of  27)8.  a  week,  whichever  is  the 
higher.

Specially  qualified  otticers  will  l)e  attached  to  the  Divisional  Offices  of  Em¬ 
ployment  Exchanges,  and  it  will  be  their  duty  to  interview  Volunteers  and 
bring  them  into  touch  with  vacancies  where  they  would  be  replacing  men  of 
similar  qualifications,  but  of  military  age. 

Professional  and  business  men  of  wide  experience  and  with  executive  and 
administrative  ability  have  enrolled.  Their  services  will  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  approves!  employers.

EMPLOYMENT  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  MINISTRY  OF  LABOUR. 
Committee  of  Workmen's  Representatives  in  the 
Building  Trade  Appointed. 

The  MinLter  of  Labour  announces  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
a<lvise  and  assist  the  Employment  Department  of  the  Ministry  upon  matters, 
affecting  workmen  in  the  building  trades  in  connection  with  the  working  of 
Employment  Exchanges.  The  com)^)osition  of  the  Committee  is  as  follows  : — 
Messrs.  J  Batchelor  (Operative  Bricklayers),  J.  Bradshaw  ((Operative  Stone¬ 
masons),  F.  Chandler  (Amalgamated  Carpenters  and  Joiners),  J.  H.  Edmiston 
(0{)erative  Plumbers),  Cliarles  Ince  (Labourers),  J.  Kinniburgh  (Electricians), 
T.  H.  Otley  (Operative  Plasterers),  J.  Parsonage  (Amalgamated  Painter.s), 
J.  Vickers  (Heating  Engineers),  VV.  Wentworth  ( Wfxjdcutting  Machinists), 
and  A.  Wilson  (Ojierative  Slaters). 

The  Minister  proposes  in  due  course  to  take  steps  with  a  view  to  forming 
a  corresponding  Committee  of  employers’  representatives  in  the  building 
trades,  and  also  with  a  view  to  forming  similar  Committees  in  other  trades. 
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NEW  DEFENCE  OF  THE  REALM  REGULATIONS. 

An  ^)nler-in-Council,  date«l  I3th  Maivh,  further  amends  the  Rt'gulation.s 
(called  the  "Defence  of  the  Realm  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1914”) 
under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  (’on.solidation  Act,  1914,  for  securing  the 
public  safety  and  the  defence  of  the  Realm.  The  Order  referred  to  orders, 
inter  alia,  the  following  amendments  in  the  Regulations: — 

Power  to  take  Possession  of  Farm  Machinery,  Produce,  etc 

In  Regulation  2m  the  following  amendments  are  made: — 

For  panigraph(A)  of  subsection  (1)  there  shall  l>e  substituted  the  following 
paragraph  ; — 

“  (fc)  take  |K»sse8sion  of  any  max’hinery,  implements  of  husbamlry  or 
plant  (other  than  muchinerv<  implement.^  or  plant  in  the  (rossession 
or  under  the  control  of  a  dealer  or  manufacturer),  or  any  farm 
produce,  stock  or  animals,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  arc 
re<piired  for  the  cultivation  of  land  or  the  increa.se  of  the  food 
suppl}'  of  the  cemntry.” 

After  paragraph  (e)  there  shall  l)e  inserteil  ttie  following  (mragraphs — 

”  if)  by  notice  serveil  on  the  tenant  of  an}'  land  which  or  part  of  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Hoard,  is  not  l»eing  so  cultivated  as  to  increase 
as  far  as  practicable  the  food  supply  of  the  country,  determine  his 
tenancy  of  the  land  on  such  date  as  may  lie  specified  in  the  notice, 
or  on  the  application  of  the  landlord  by  order  authorise  him  in  any 
such  case  to  determine  the  tenancy  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  order ;  and 

tg)  after  entry  on  any  land  arrange  for  its  cultivation  by  any  other 
person  whether  by  contract  of  tenai  cy  or  otherwise.” 

Exhibits  at  Agricultural  Exhibitious. 

At  the  end  of  Regulation  7.\  the  following  pnrageaph  shall  be  added  : — 

“  A  like  jMJwer  ma}'  lie  exerci.sed  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions  with 
resjiect  to  agricultural  e.\hibitions  whereat  the  exhibits  do  not 
include  any  such  products,  machines,  tools  or  implements  as  afore¬ 
said  where  it  appears  to  the  Minister,  after  consultation  with  such 
other  Government  Departments  as  appear  to  him  to  lie  interested, 
that  by  reason  of  the  demand  on  lalionr  and  plant  rcquireil  or  the 
transport  of  exhibits  to  and  from  the  exhibition  and  otherwise  in 
connection  with  the  holding  thereof,  it  is  in  the  national  interest 
that  the  holding  of  the  exhibition  should  be  prohibited,  and  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  apply  accordingly." 

Power  to  take  Possessiou  of  Coal  Miues. 

In  Regulation  9o  for  the  words  “  the  Coal  Mines  Act,  1911  "there  shall 
he  substituted  the  words  “the  Coal  Mines  Acts,  1887  to  1914.” 

After  Regulation  9»i  the  following  regulation  shall  be  inserted  : — 

“  9go. — (1)  Whole  the  Minister  of  Munitions  is  of  opinion  that  for 
securing  the  public  safety  and  the  defence  of  tlie  realm  it  is 
ex])e<lient  that  this  regulation  should  be  applied  to  any  metalliferous 
mines,  or  to  any  mines  of  stratified  iron  stone,  shale,  or  fire  clay, 
not  Wing  coal  mines,  or  to  any  quarries,  he  may  by  order  apply  this 
regulation,  subject  to  any  exceptions  for  which  provision  may  be 
made  in  tho  order,  to  all  or  any  of  such  mines  or  quarries,  eitlier 
genenilly  or  in  any  special  area,  or  to  any  sjitcial  mine  or  <pinrry. 

“  (2)  Any  mine  or  quarry  to  which  this  regulation  is  so  applied  shall  by 
virtue  of  the  order  pass  into  the  jmsse-ssion  of  the  Minister  of  Muni¬ 
tions  as  from  the  date  of  the  order,  or  from  any  later  date  mentione<l 
in  the  ortler;  and  the  owner,  agent,  and  manager  of  every  such  mine 
or  quarry,  and  every  officer  thei^eof,  and  where  the  owner  of  the 
mine  is  a  company,  every  director  of  the  company,  shall  comply 
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with  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Munitions  as  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  user  of  tlie  mine  or  quarry,  aud  if  lie  fails  to  do  so  he 
shall  he  guilt}'  of  a  summary  offence  against  these  regulations, 

*■  (3)  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  possession  by  the  Minister  of 
Munitions  under  this  regulation  of  any  mine  or  ijuarry  shall  not 
affect  any  liability  of  the  actual  owner,  agent  or  manager  of  the 
mine  or  quarry  under  the  Coal  Mines  Acts,  1887  to  1914,  of  the 
Metalliferous  Mines  Regulation  Acts,  1872  and  1875,  or  the  Quarries 
Act,  1894,  or  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  or  any  Act 
amending  the  same. 

“(4)  All}-  order  of  the  Minister  of  Munitions  under  this  regulation  may 
lie  revoked  or  varied  as  occasion  requires,” 

Transmission  of  Money  or  Credit. 

The  following  words  shall  be  added  at  the  end  of  sub-section  (1)  of  Regu¬ 
lation  41  c. ; — 

“  And  if  the  Treasury  by  order  so  direct,  shall  continue  to  apply  after  the 
blockade  is  raised  until  the  order  is  revoked  to  such  extent  and  subject  to 
such  provisions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order.” 


PRODUCTION  AND  SALE  OF  LEATHER. 

A  further  Order,  supplementary  to  that  of  16th  January,  1917  (see 
pp.  260-1  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  25tli  January),  has  been 
made  by  the  Army  Council  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations, 
with  a  Aiew  to  limiting  the  prices  Avhich  may  be  charged  for  split  hides, 
shaved  hides,  dressing  hides,  .strap  butts,  etc.,  siqiplied  for  Government 
purposes.  The  Order  of  16th  January  provided  that  tanners  when  selling 
any  leather  of  the  descriptions  referred  to  must  make  enquiry  as  to  whether 
the  leather  was  required  for  Government  purposes,  and  if  this  was  the  case 
the  price  charged  must  not  exceed  that  at  Avhich  the  tanner  made  the  last 
delivery  of  leather  of  the  same  average  and  selection  prior  to  1st  October, 
1916,  while  the  purchaser  must  give  a  guarantee  that  the  leather  would  l)e 
used  for  Government  work.  The  new  Order  extends  the  control  of  prices  to 
curried  leather  produced  from  rough  leather  of  the  descriptions  covered  by 
the  previous  order,  and  further  requires  that  any  jAerson,  whether  tanner, 
currier,  merchant  or  factor  selling  such  leather,  either  rough  or  curried, 
shall  make  enquiry  as  above,  and  obtain  a  guarantee  in  the  prescribed  form 
whenever  it  is  found  that  the  leather  is  required  for  Government  purposes, 
in  which  case,  the  Order  further  provides : — 

1.  That  the  tanner  shall  not  sell  his  leather  on  terms  (i.e.,  of  commission 
and  discount)  other  than  those  customary  between  himself  and  the  purchaser 
prior  to  Ist  October,  1916. 

2.  That  no  currier  shall  without  a  s)Aecial  fiermit  sell  or  deliver  curried 
leather  jiroduced  by  him  from  rough  leather  of  the  descriptions  in  question 
at  a  price  which  excee<ls  the  net  cost  of  the  rough  leather,  labour  and  curry¬ 
ing  materials  by  more  than  12 J  jier  cent.,  out  of  which  a  discount  of  2|  fier 
cent,  for  cash  within  30  da3's  must  be  allowed  by  him  to  his  customer,  leaving 
not  more  than  10  per  cent,  to  cover  establishment  charges  and  profit.  In 
calculating  the  net  cost  the  currier  must  deduct  all  discounts  and  allowances 
received  by  him.  Loss  of  weight  may  be  regarded  ns  part  of  the  cost. 

3.  niiat  where  rough  leather  of  the  descriptions  referred  to  is  sold  or 
delivered  by  any  jier.son  other  than  the  tanner,  or  curried  leather  by  any 
|>erson  other  than  the  currier,  such  ixirsou  shall  not  charge  more  than  the 
tanner’s  or  currier’s  price  as  the  case  may  be,  I'.e.,  he  must  take  no  j>rofit 
beyond  the  commission  allowed  him  by  the  tanner  or  currier,  any  discounts 
received  being  passed  on  by  him  to  the  consumer.  It  is,  however,  provided

Tlio  Food  Controller  aiinoiiiiceH  tliat  an  r>omc  doubt  appearn  to  exiat  in  tiio 
miiida  of  certuiii  bakers  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the  words  in  the  Bread 
Order  “a  one-piec-e  r.ven-botbini  loaf,  it  is,  therefore,  d«-8irable  to  state  that 
any  bread  other  than  that  which  has  hitherto  been  iinderstfKKi  in  the  trade 
to  lx*  “a  one-[)iece  oven-lxdtotn  loaf”  is  not  |>ermitted.  French  bread  and 
Vit'imu  brejwl  are  pn>hibited  Only  loaves  that  are  made  single-handed, 
siieh  as  the  “  Coburg”  are  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 

PRICE  OF  MILK 

'I'he  Fo<xl  Controller  announces  that  it  ap|>ear.s  from  information  which 
has  reached  the  Ministry  of  F(M)d  that  farmers  in  some  cases  are  under  a 
misapprehension  regarding  the  summer  prices  of  milk  as  fixed  by  the  recent 
Or<b‘r.  It  is  therefore  desirable  to  explain  that  the  maximum  price  of  milk 
s«)hl  wluilesale  in  the  coming  summer  will  usually  be  t>|d.  |)er  Imperial  gallon 
alK>ve  the  price  w  hich  the  farmer  obtaineil  in  the  summer  of  1913.  This  will 
Ih*  the  m.'iximum  firice  for  milk  delivered  on  the  premises  or  at  the  railway 
station  of  the  bujer  under  a  contract  to  supply  a  minimum  cpiantity.  In  the 
case  of  milk  sold  under  other  conditions  the  farmer  may  not  charge  more 
than  .^^d.  {hm*  gallon  abo\e  the  price  of  the  sutnmer  of  1913.  It  is  a  sum* 
mary  offence  against  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regtilations  to  charge  or  ask 
a  higher  price  than  the  maximum  permissible  under  the  Price  of  Milk  Order.

Sri’PLIKS  FOR  EGYPTIAN  GOVERNMENT  DEPARTMENTS. 

Requirements  as  to  Samples. 

In  the  Februarj’  issue  of  the  Monthly  Journal  of  the  British  (’hamber  of 
(.'ommerce  for  Egj’pt  (Cairo)  the  att<-ntion  of  merchants  and  manufacturers 
is  directed  to'the  fact  that  the  Egyptian  Government  'I'esting  Lalwratory  has 
found  fault  with  the  samples  of  materials  supplied  to  the  various  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  State,  which  are  submitted  to  examination  in  the  Lahorat-ory. 
'I'he  principal  faults  commented  upon  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Lalxjratory 
are  a.s  follow  : — 

Samples  are  too  small  for  any  sort  of  examination  or  test.  The  fault  is 
particularly  noticeable  with  such  materials  as  pa|)er,  cloth  and  other  textile 
fabrics,  and  lubricating  oils. 

Samples  are  badly  packed.  'I’his  .seems  to  be  doe  to  carelessness,  and  the 
consequence  is  that  samples  are  freipiently  damaged  or  broken  in  transit,  or 
liecome  mixed  with  other  samples. 

Samples  are  inade<|uutely  marked.  Many  samples  are  received  without 
projier  marks  of  identity,  or  only  bear  such  marks  on  an  outside  wrapjier 
which  has  to  be  removeil.  Gummed  laliels  are  unsatisfactory. 

Samples  are  totally  unlike  the  material  specified,  'fhis  is  a  very  common 
ex|)erience.  In  some  cases  the  manufacturers  do  not  take  sufficient  care  to 
obtain  particulars  of  what  is  actually  r(‘t|uired,  and  instead  of  studying  the 
s(»ecification  them.selves,  trust  to  a  wliolly  iuade<{uate  summary  of  it  by  local 
agents. 

In  quite  a  large  profiortion  of  cases  no  samples  are  submitted.  Sometimes 
the  firm  tendering  is  the  actual  manufacturer  of  the  materials  tendered  for, 
and  in  such  instances  they  apparently  think  that  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
is  suflicient.  As  samples  are  forwarded  to  the  Laboratory  by  the  Depart¬ 
ments  concerne<l  unaccompanieil  by  letters  of  explanation,  fresh  samples, 
even  of  the  same  materials  as  have  already  been  supplied,  must  be  submitted. 

In  other  cases,  firms  tendering  merely  quote  for  an  article  which  they  state 
is  in  agreement  with  the  .‘ipecified  requirements,  but  in  the  absence  of 
samples  such  offers  cannot  lie  consiilered. 

In  many  cases  local  agents  purchase  specimen  articles  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  calling  for  tenders,  which  articles  they  then  submit  as  their  own 
samples.  In  future,  any  offer  accompanied  by  such  a  sample  will  not  be 
considered  unless  the  firm  tendering  represents  or  is  the  actual  manufacturer 
of  that  particular  article. 
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UNITED  KINGDOM  TRADE  WITH  CANADA  AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Visit  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner. 

In  ncoordancc  with  the  practice  that  has  been  established  for  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioners  in  the  British  Self-Governinj?  Dominions  to  visit  the  United 
Kingdom  »)f!5cially  from  time  to  time,  so  that  manufacturers  and  merchants 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  consulting  them  on  any  matters  connected  with 
their  business,  or  of  obtaining  information  as  to  the  possibilities  of  extending 
their  trade,  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Canada  and  Newfoundland  (Mr.  C, 
Hamilton  Wickes)  is  now  in  this  country,  and  is  interviewing  (by  appoint¬ 
ment)  representatives  of  firms  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  see  him  in 
London  at  the  Offices  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  of  the 
Ihtard  of  T'-ade.  Immediately  after  Easter  he  will  visit  such  trade  and 
industrial  centres  in  the  Provinces  ns  it  may  ap|>ear  most  advantageous  to 
visit  in  view  of  applications  that  may  be  received  from  firms  in  or  near 
those  centres,  and  from  Chamliers  of  Commerce.

DIRECT  REPRESENTATION  IN  CANADA. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Canada  has  drawn  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  the  case  of  many  staple  commodities  which  have  their  origin  in  the  British 
Empire,  the  British  merchants  who  handle  them  at  the  source  are  not 
directly  represented  in  ('anada,  and,  as  a  consequence,  Canadian  manufac¬ 
turers  and  merchants  in  many  instances  are  dependent  for  their  supplies 
of  British  goods  upon  firms  established  in  the  United  States.

TRADE  CONDITIONS  IN  ONTARIO. 

The  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Toronto  (Mr.  F.  W.  Field)  reports, 
under  date  l.st  February,  that  retail  trade  generally  was  good  in  the 
Toronto  district  in  January,  money  being  spent  freely.  As  indicating  that 
purchases  are  not  being  confined  merely  to  necessities,  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  there  have  been  considerable  sales  of  gramophones,  pianos,  etc.  Whole¬ 
sale  trade  generally  was  also  good,  spring  orders  in  most  lines  being  reported 
as  satisfactory.  As  far  as  the  Province  of  Ontario  is  concerned,  the 
generally  prosperous  conditions  are  somewhat  “  patchy.”  In  Toronto,  for 
example,  conditions  are  good,  but  in  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  business 
is  very  depressed.  The  present  prosperity  hinges  chiefly  on  the  execution  of 
war  orders  and  the  degi-ee  of  success  attending  agricultural  operations.

REGULATION  OF  TRADE  IN  TERRITORY  KNOWN  AS 
“GERMAN  EAST  AFRICA.” 

''  The  “  Official  Gazette  of  the  East  Africa  Protectorate  ”  (Nairobi),  of  17th 
January,  publishes  notices  to  the  following  effect  respecting  the  regulation 
of  trade  in  the  territory  ktiown  as  “  German  East  Africa  ” 

Payment  of  Duties,  etc.,  on  Imports. 

Notice  is  given  by  the  Chief  of  Customs  at  Mombasa  that,  until  it  is 
possible  for  the  Administration  in  the  territory  known  as  “  German  East 
Africa”  to  establish  its  own  Customs’  stations  at  Lake  ports,  all  duties. 
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taxes,  administration  fees,  etc.,  on  importe«l  from  or  exported  to 

Kukoba  and  Miianza.  the  only  ports  now  o|>ened,  throufjb  the  port  of  Kisurau, 
must  be  paid  at  Kisuinu. 

On  presentation  of  drawback  specihcutions  showing  marks,  numbers, 
description  and  contents  of  packages  exjwrted  to  “  German  East  Africa  ” 
and  the  number  of  the  East  Africa  imjwrt  entry  on  which  the  import  duty 
has  been  paid,  such  spe<-ification8  being  duly  certiBed  as  to  the  actual 
landing  at  Bukoba  or  Muanza  of  the  goods  covered  by  them,  and  after 
payment  of  the  “Gorman  East  African  ”  import  duty,  refund  of  East  Africa 
import  duty  will  be  grunted. 

No  drawback  of  duty  will  lie  allowed  on  gootls  from  open  stocks. 

All  duties  on  goods  consigned  under  the  regulations  by  the  Voi-Military 
Railway  must  be  paid  at  Mombasa,  refund  of  East  Africa  import  duty  being 
payable  at  Momlmsa  only. 

The  forms  i-ecpiired  for  the  alnive  transactions  are  : — 

(1)  Import  Entry  (in  triplicate). 

(2)  Drawback  Specification  (in  duplicate). 

(3)  Refund  Voucher  (in  duplicate). 

German  Currency  not  to  be  Imported,  or  recog:ni8ed  as  Legal  Tender. 

Under  rt'gulations  made  by  the  General  Officer  Coraraauder-in-Chief  of 
the  East  African  Force,  no  person  shall  import  any  German  currency  into 
“German  East  Africa,"  or  any  portion  of  “  German  East  Africa”  occupied 
or  administt'red  by  II. M.  Forces,  save  under  due  authority.  With  reference 
to  the  p8{>er  currency  called  “  Interims  Bank  Note  ”  which  has  been  issued 
by  the  German  Administration  of  the  territory,  it  is  declared  that  such  post 
war  currency,  or  any  other  post  war  currency  issued  by  enemy  administra* 
tion  or  banks,  shall  not  be  legal  tender,  or  in  any  way  rec'ognised  as 
currency. 

Trading  Permits. 

•  With  r(‘ference  to  the  notice  on  p.  657  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  :lOlh  November  last,  relative  to  trading  in  occupied  districts  in  “  German 
East  Africa.”  in  which  it  was  stated  that  traders  should  apply  to  the  Chief 
Political  Officer,  Dar-es-Salaam,  for  j>ermits  to  trade  in  these  districts,  it  is 
notified  that  the  “  Official  Gazette  ”  of  the  Zanzibar  Government  of  8th 
January,  1917,  published  a  Government  Notice  (No.  8)  to  the  effect  that 
applications  for  permission  to  enter,  for  purposes  of  trade,  the  districts  lying 
north  of  the  Central  Railway  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  British 
Forces,  should  now  be  addre.ssed  to  the  Administrator  of  Occupied  Territory, 
Wilhelmstal.  (D.C.I.  13,245.) 


ANGLO-RUSSIAN  TRADE  COMMISSION. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  been  drawn  to  a  statement  which 
appears  in  a  pamphlet  issued  by  a  firm  styled  the  Anglo-Kussian  Trade 
Commissiou,  3-7,  Southampton  Street,  Strand,  London,  W.C.  2.  that  the 
Commission  “  has  the  cognisance  and  approval  of  H.M.  Government.” 
The  Board  des're  to  make  it  known  that  this  statement  is  not  strictly 
accurate.  The  facts  are  that  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  to  Russia  in  the 
spring  of  last  year  hy  a  representative  of  the  concern,  H.M.  Ambassador  at 
Petrograd  was  requested  to  give  the  representative  such  assistance  as  he 
properly  could  during  the  visit,  and  to  request  H.M.  Consular  Officers  to  do 
likewise.  Such  instructions  are  issued  to  H.M.  Representatives  in  many 
similar  cases  of  British  subjects  travelling  for  business  purposes  in  different 
parts  of  the  world,  and  confer  no  official  standing  either  on  the  individual 
or  the  concern  which  he  represents.  (D.C.I.  7,245.) 
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SHll’PlNG  DEVELOPMENTS  AT  CAJ)IZ. 

Use  of  the  Free  Zone. 

Tlie  British  Vice-Consul  at  Cadiz  (Mr.  R.  A.  Calvert)  writes,  under  date  25th 
Januar}  ,  with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  bonded  warehouses  at  Cadiz 
(see  notice  on  p.  188  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal ’  of  20th  April,  1918), 
that  it  iniKst  not  be  inferred  ns  is  sometimes  done  that  Cadiz  is  now  a  free 
port  in  the  pro|)er  sense  of  that  term.  A  certain  jmrtion  of  the  town  nearest 
the  baj’  and  adjoinin)>;  tire  wharves,  with  warehouses  .somewhat  in  disuse 
and  bodegas,  has  been  taken  over,  and  the  free  warehousing  of  goods  does 
not  extend  br*yond  these  limits.  The  existing  facilities  are,  however,  an 
improvement  on  the  conditions  which  previously  obtaim'd,  and  if  the 
deficiencies  in  working  the  scheme  were  remedied,  Cadiz  would  have  to  be 
reckoned  with  as  a  serious  factor  in  trade  competing  with  other  ports  in 
the  district,  and  perhaps  in  diverting  it  from  jire-war  routes. 

To  the  advantages  of  the  central  geograjihical  situation  which  Cadiz  enjoys, 
there  has  lately  lieen  added  the  further  advantage  of  a  new  harbour,  now 
nearing  completion,  with  excellent  berths  for  liners  alongside  wharves,  and 
provided  with  up-to-date  electric  travelling  cranes  for  handling  cargo  within 
a  stone’s  throw  of  the  railway,  which  is  soon  to  be  connected  with  them. 

The  traffic  between  Cadi^  and  South  America  is  increasing.  Before  the 
war  (ierman  shipping  companies  did  a  successful  cargo  and  jiassenger 
traffic  from  Cadiz  to  South  American  ports,  and  these  services  are  now  being 
replaced  b}'  Spanish  lines.  Tramp  vessels  from  the  United  States  arrive 
more  and  more  frequently  with  a  full  cargo.  Thus  the  port  of  Cadiz  might 
well  make  a  bid  for  becoming  the  distributing  centre  of  goods  required  by 
Spain,  Portugal  and  Morocco,  as  well  as  the  Canary  Islands,  Fernando  Po, 
and  other  fiorts  of  the  West  African  coast.  Several  hand}'  little  steamers  are 
plying  between  Cadiz  and  Moroccan  |>orts,  and,  as  soon  as  Of)portunity 
presents  itself  to  purchase  useful  craft  of  siuall  tonnage,  no  doubt  the  already 
steady  flow  of  merchandise  to  Laraiche,  Arzila,  Centa,  Melilla,  Ca.sablauca, 
etc.,  will  increase. 

It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  soon  as  foreign  shipper.s  interested  in 
the  over-sea  carrying  traile  find  it  possible  to  take  advantage  of  the  bonus 
which,  under  the  Sfianish  Law  of  Maritime  Communications,  is  granted  to 
Spanish  ships  complying  with  certain  conditions,  and  sailing  in  accordance 
with  certain  stipulations  regarding  itineraries,  and  which  is  likewise  accorded 
to  foreign  vessels  completing  the  round  trip  for  the  benefit  of  Spanish 
trade,  the  l>onded  warehouses  are  likely  to  play  a  useful  part  in  attracting 
traffic. 

As  regards  the  use  to  which  the  deposito  franco  itself  has  been  put  since 
first  inaugurated,  the  following  are  the  principal  commodities  which  have 
hitherto  been  handled  and  stored: — Sugar,  tobacco,  motor  cars,  nitrates, 
oil,  jute,  cocoa,  coffee,  and  tinned  fish,  and  some  minor  items.  The  three 
first-named  are  of  special  interest  to  Gibraltar,  as  it  is  said  that  consign¬ 
ments  of  sugar  of  a  (piality  similar  to  that  now  warehoused  at  Cadiz,  were 
formerly  discharged  at  Gibraltar,  and  tobacco  now  coming  into  Cadiz 
was  until  lately  sent  direct  to  the  Crown  Colony,  whilst  motor  cars  were 
quite  frequently  impoi-ted  into  ISpain  via  Ija  Linea.  All  three  items  are 
likely  to  grow  in  imf)ortance. 

Altogether  11,000  tons  of  goods  were  entered  and  cleared  at  the  deposito 
franco  during  1916,  the  nationality  of  the  principal  users  l>eing  American, 
Chilean,  Venezuelan,  Cuban,  Uruguayan  and  Argentine.  Nearly  all  the 
merchandise  was  carried  in  Spanish  vessels. 

The  di.slocation  of  pre-war  traffic  has  naturally  diverted  trade  into  new 
channels,  some  temporary*,  but  others  which  will  become  permanent.  An 
excellent  opportunity  now  presents  itself  to  Cadiz  for  becoming  a  clearing¬ 
house  for  the  tobacco  trade,  and  one  firm  has  hired  a  warehouse  at  the  port 
for  the  purpose  of  distributing  cargoes  of  tobacco. 

Motor  cars  are  allowed  to  be  unpacked  in  the  deposito  franco,  and,  conse- 
<iuently,  can  enter  Spain  after  paying  duty  on  net  weight  only,  whereas  if 
they  pass  straight  through  the  Customs  the  packing  cases  are  included  in  the 
declaration  of  weight  and  duty  charged  accordingly.  One  or  two  American 
firms  have  already  commenced  the  importation  of  motor  cars  in  the  manner 
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(ieacribed,  unpacking  and  fitting  them  up  in  warehouscH  hired  for  the 
purpose.  1  his  is  likely  to  l)e  done  on  a  much  larger  HCAle  in  future. 

CoDBignments  of  coffee  are  being  tried  in  the  hope  that  this  may  lead  to 
( 'adiz  becoming  a  permanent  distributing  centre,  but  lack  of  capital,  a  very 
large  amount  of  which  is  required  for  thi.s  particular  class  of  trade,  remains 
a  serious  obstacle. 

It  is  hofied  that,  now  Barcelona  also  has  a  free  zone,  interest  will  be  shown 
in  a  project  to  bring  the  two  schemes  under  one  management,  by  which 
Kan'clona  would  co-operate  with  Cadiz,  each  8(>ecialising  in  certain  classes 
of  goods  suitable  to  the  district,  and  thus  obviating  competition.

DEPOSIT  OF  DOCUME.XTS  RELATING  TO  FOREIGN  PATENTS, 
DESIGNS,  AND  TRADE  MARKS. 

The  Comptroller-General  of  Patents  announces  that,  in  compliance  with  a 
request  made  b}'  the  Council  of  the  Chartered  Instituto  of  Patent  Agents,  it 
has  been  arranged  that  notifications  and  documents  relating  to  foreign 
patentr,  designs,  and  trade  marks,  which  patent  agents  and  others  are  unable 
to  forward  to  their  destination  abroad,  may  be  deposited  in  the  Patent 
Office  (Room  27),  with  the  object  of  recording  the  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  depositor  to  do  any  act  or  to  tile  any  document  on  a  certain  date  at  a 
foreign  Patent  Office.  No  guarantt'e  can,  however,  be  given  that  such  pro¬ 
cedure  will  be  of  any  advantage  to  the  persons  concerned. 

Notifications  and  documents  (other  than  drawings)  so  deposited  must  be 
written  on  foolscap  paper  and  filed  in  duplicate,  and  the  purpose  for  which 
the  deposit  is  required  must  be  stated. 

One  copy,  U'aring  a  2s.  6d.  stamp  (see  Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade 
Marks  Rules,  1914),  te  be  impressed  at  the  Inland  Revenue  Office  (Room  28). 
will  be  retained  in  the  Office,  and  the  other  copy,  after  being  numbered 
and  dated,  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant.  A  separate  notice  must  be 
given  in  respect  of  each  country,  but  several  fees  may  be  included  in  one 
notice,  providetl  that  they  are  afterwards  to  be  paid  through  one  and  the 
>ame  foreign  agent. 

The  Ohartered  Institute  of  Patent  Agents  are  opening  a  trust  account 
into  which  money  in  regard  to  such  matters  may  be  paid,  subject  to  such 
rules  as  the  Institute  may  make. 


TRANSIT  THROUGH  FRANCE  OF  GOODS  THE  IMPORTATION 
OF  WHICH  IS  PROHIBITED. 

French  Import  Licences  not  Required. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  page  doO  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
fur  the  Ist  Februar}’,  respecting  the  transit  through  France  of  goods  which 
are  covered  by  the  prohibitions  of  importation  imposed  by  the  Presidential 
Decrees  of  the  11th  May,  the  16tli,  26th  and  2Sth  September,  and  the  12th 
October,  1916,  the  Board  of  Trade  are  informed  by  the  Director  of  the 
French  Customs  Office  (Import  Prohibitions  Department)  in  London  that,  in 
accordance  with  a  decision  of  the  competent  French  Departments,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  French  import  licence  in  respect  of  goods  the 
import  of  which  into  France  is  prohibited,  and  which  are  to  pass  in  transit 
through  that  country  (either  by  parcel  post  or  otherwise),  or  which  are  to  be 
transhipped  in  a  French  port,  en  route  to  some  other  country,  if  the  goods 
are  not  intended  to  be  warehoused  in  France.

(2)  has  included  furs  of  all  kinds  (except  sheepskins,  lambskins  and  goat¬ 
skins),  as  also  karakul,  moire,  and  mouflon,  in  the  list  of  articles  that  may  be 
ex]K>rtod,  without  a  seiwrate  licence  each  time,  direct  to  allied  coujitrie.«,  in 
Russian  or  allied  ves.«*ol8,  as  also  bj’  the  overland  frontier  to  Roumania,  and 
by  parcel  post. 

The  Circular  adds  that  in  exjwrting  furs  by  parcel  post  the  procedure 
enjoined  by  ihe  Customs  Circular  of  22nd  Junc/5th  July,  1915,  must  be 
followed,  namely,  that  ]>arcela  containing  furs  may  «»nly  be  sent  from  places 
where  there  is  a  Cn.>«tom  house,  which  must  certify  that  the  goods  are 
articles  the  export  of  which  is  permitted,  and  must  seal  the  p.arcel8.  giving 
the  consignor  a  certificate  to  this  effect,  on  the  basis  of  which  the  post  office 
will  de8]>atch  the  goods.

Specialities. 


ITALY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  page  138  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
for  the  11th  January,  respecting  the  stamp  tax  on 
perfumer}'  and  medicinal  specialities  in  Italy,  the 
Board  of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign 
Oflice.  of  copy  of  an  Italian  Decree,  dated  the  ‘22nd 
February,  w  hich  provides  that  the  tax  shall  be  reduced 
to  5  centesimi  in  respect  of  perfumery  and  medicinal 
specialities  t^he  retail  selling  price  of  which  (excluding 
tax)  is  more  than  20  centesimi  jier  unit,  but  not  more  than  60  centesimi. 
floods  the  retail  selling  price  of  which  does  not  exceed  20  centesimi  are 
exempt  from  the  tax.  All  products  of  a  price  exceeding  20  centesimi  are  to 
bear  on  the  wrapper  or  recejitacle  an  indication  of  the  maximum  sale  price 
to  the  public,  and  the  stam|)ed  labels  (by  wh'ch  the  tax  is  payable)  are  to  be 
affixed  according  to  such  price. 

Exemption  fi-om  tax  is  accordeil  in  respect  of  common  soap,  not  scented, 
including  soap  containing  pumice,  silica,  or  other  earthy  material,  for 
domestic  or  industrial  use,  not  milled  (non  mneinati),  and  iiohl  to  the  public 
in  oblong,  cubical  or  bar  form,  of  any  dimensions,  with  unrounded  edges, 
even  with  the  mark  or  name  of  the  manufactory  stamped  thereon  ;  but  soap 
of  this  kind  is  subject  to  tax  if  it  is  sold  in  the  form  of  tablets,  balls,  or  the 
like  shapes  commonly  used  for  toilet  soap. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  stam])  tax,  the  following  are  to  be  reganled  as 
medicinal  sjiecialities :  tho.se  pnalucts  used  or  applied  as  curative  agents  to 
which  the  manufacturers  assign  a  particular  name,  or  which  l)eur,  in  addition 
to  the  technical  name,  additional  uenominations  ;  or  for  which  the  manufac¬ 
turers  assert  priority  of  invention  or  exclusive  proprietorship;  or  claim 
suwrioiity  for  the  pro<lnct  in  advertisements,  or  on  the  labels,  or  otherwise. 

The  tax  is  to  take  effect  from  the  1st  July  next. 
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Other  provisions  of  the  Decree  relate  to  serums,  etc.,  which  have  become 
useless  before  they  are  sold ;  exemption  from  duty  of  perfumery  and 
me<iicine8  exported  from  Italy  to  foreign  countries,  and  of  samples  of 
medicines  supplied  gmtuitously  to  doctors ;  and  the  treatment  of  go<jd.s 
subject  to  tax  which  are  carried  as  samples  by  commercial  travellers  in 
Italy.

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  (Panama  Canal  Zone). 

The  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  is  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the

the  Canal.  These  are  as  follows : — From  the  Atlantic  terminus  to  South 
and  Central  America;  from  the  Atlantic  terminus  to  Central  and  North 
America;  from  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  the  west  coast 
of  (’entral  America;  from  the  Atlantic  i-oast  of  the  United  States  to  the 
Pacific  coast  of  South  America  ;  from  Europe  to  the  Pacific  coast  of  South 
America;  from  Eurojie  to  the  west  coast  of  North  America;  from  the 
Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  Japan,  Siberia,  China,  and  the 
Philippine  Islands;  from  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  New  Zealand;  and  from  Euro|>e  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  regular  servic-e  in  the  United  State  scoast- 
wise  trade  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  |>orts  of  the  States.  Daring  the 
fiscal  year  1915  this  was  the  heaviest  traffic  through  the  Canal,  lieing  nearly 
40  per  cent,  of  the  total.  The  interruption  of  traffic  through  the  Canal  by 
the  slides  which  liegan  in  September,  1915,  caused  the  diversion  to  foreign 
trade  of  most  of  the  x-essels  formerly  employed  in  the  United  States  coast¬ 
wise  trade.  Since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal  such  coastwise  trade  has  been 
relatively  slight.

Governments  of  licences  to  prospect  for  minerals 
and  the  grant  of  mining  leases  in  British  India. 

The  Resolution  provides,  inlet  alia,  that  a  certificate  of  approval  or  a 
prosj)ecting  licence  or  a  mining  lease  shall  l>e  granted  only  to  persons  who 
are  British  subjects,  or  to  such  companies  or  firms  as  are  controlled  by 
British  subjects.

NEW  ZEALAND. 

According  to  a  statement  made  by  the  New  Zealand  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  and  reportetl  in  the  local  press,  extracts  from 
which  have  been  forwarded  by  H.M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioner  in  the  Dominion,  investigations  are  being 
made  in  connection  with  proposals  to  instal  hydro¬ 
electric  power  in  the  North  Island.  It  is  thought  that 
three  generating  stations  will  l>e  necessary  on  account  of  the  large  and  rough 
area  over  which  it  would  be  essential  to  run  transmission  wires.  Surveys  are 
being  made  in  the  Auckland  district  for  the  pur|M)8e  of  harnessing  the 
Waikato  River;  the  other  two  stations  will  probably  be  located  in  the 
Manawatu  and  Waikaremoano  districts.  In  this  connection  it  is  further 
stated  that  at  a  conference  held  recently  of  about  a  dozen  local  bodies  in  the 
Auckland  district,  including  the  North  Shore  boroughs,  it  was  unanimously 
decided  to  urge  the  Government  to  provide  hydro-electric  power  in  the 
Province  of  Auckland,  owing  to  its  substantial  increase  of  population  and 
rapid  development.  It  was  stated  that  if  an  up-to-date  scheme,  costing 
from  £200,000  to  £300,000,  were  introduced,  a  saving  of  no  less  than  £50,000 
a  year  could  be  effected  in  Auckland  and  suburbs.  (l).C.I.  11,283.) 


ITALY. 

H.M.  Embassy  at  Rome  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  Royal  Decree  of  20th 

TlevpInnmAnt  nf  November  last,  which  introduces  a  far-reaching  series 

Water  Power  reforms  in  the  existing  legislation  respecting  the 

water  power  of  Italy. 

For  some  time  past,  and  more  particularly  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
present  war,  the  technical  experts  of  Italy  have  felt  the  need  of  reforms  in 
this  direction,  in  order  to  develop  water  power  to  better  advantage,  and  so 
make  up  for  the  lack  of  coal  and  other  forms  of  fuel  which  have  to  lie 
imported. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  present  Minister  of  Public  Works  bas  studied 
this  question  and  examine<l  the  possibilities  of  the  waterways  and  streams 
of  the  country,  and  his  enquiries  have  resulted  in  the  promulgation  of  the 
above-mentioned  Decree. 

A  Supreme  Council  for  Ptiblic  Waters  has  now  been  established  as  a 
supreme  administrative  authority  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  water  power  in  Italy.  The  chief  duties  of  this  new  organisation 
are : — 

1.  To  draw  up  a  list  of  all  the  public  waters  of  Italy  ; 

2.  To  examine  and  verify  existing  rights  ;  and 

3.  To  discuss  and  decide  on  schemes  submitted  for  concessions  to 

develop  and  apply  public  waters  for  use  as  motive  power,  and 
in  factories. 
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The  Minister  of  Public  Works  presided  at  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the 
Council,  at  which  he  outlined  the  principles  contained  in  the  Decree. 
Existing  interests  would  have  to  l)e  considered  by  the  Council  when 
granting  concessions,  but  it  was  hoped  to  reconcile  the  interests  of  the 
present  owners  and  concessionaires  with  the  greater  need  of  the  State,  and 
by  the  substitution  of  improved  machinery  for  that  at  present  in  use,  to 
create  a  vast  network  of  water  power  distribution. 

1'he  Decree  has  not  yet  received  the  sanction  of  the  Italian  Parliament, 
but  the  Government  have  decided  to  make  it  ofierative  at  once  in  view  of  the 
great  and  urgent  need  of  securing  a  substitute  for  power  produced  from 
oonl.

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Johannesburg;  (Lieut. -Col.  C.  A.  C. 

Tremeer,  D.S  O.)  has  forward^  a  copy  of  the  official 

Crop  Conditions.  Crop  Report  (No.  5)  for  December  last,  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  which  states  that  it  is 
due  almost  entirely  to  weather  conditions  that  the  estimated  area  under 
Maise  in  the  Union  this  season  is  al>out  5  |)er  cent,  less  than  that  of 
last  year.  It  is  not  improbable,  however,  that  favourable  rains  following 
the  insufficiency  of  rain  at  the  usual  ploughing  season  tempted  many 
farmers  to  plough  considerably  beyond  the  time  recognised  as  safe  to 
mature  the  crops,  and  that  5  j>er  cent,  may  thus  not  l)e  a  true  decrease  in 
comfrarison  with  last  year.  The  area  under  maize  in  1916  was  estimated  to 
be  6  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1915.  A  5  i>er  cent,  decrease  in  the  area  under 
cultivation  in  1917,  as  compai-ed  with  1916,  therefore,  still  represents  an 
increase  over  the  area  under  the  crop  in  1915,  when  the  yield  was  a  record 
one;  so  that,  judged  only  by  the  arena  sown,  the  yield  in  1917  would  be 
greater  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  climatic  conditions  governing  the  cultivation  of  maize  apply  to  a 
large  extent  to  Kaffir  Com,  and  late  and  insufficient  rain  is  given  as  the  cause 
of  the  general  decrease  of  5  jier  cent,  in  the  area  under  cultivation  this  year 
as  comfiaied  with  that  of  last  3'ear. 

In  the  Cape  Province  the  condition  of  the  Tobacco  crop  varies  from 
normal  to  about  three-quarters  of  normal,  with  a  }K)or  crop  in  some  districts. 
In  the  high  veldt  of  the  Transvaal  the  condition  is  satisfactory  generally, 
being  near  normal  on  the  average.  With  the  exception  of  Barlierton,  Lyden- 
burg,  and  Pretoria,  where  the  condition  is  about  normal,  about  three-quarters 
of  a  full  crop  is  expected  in  the  central  and  low  veldt  districts.  In  the  north¬ 
west  of  the  Orange  Free  State  the  condition  is  normal,  and  about  15  percent, 
below  normal  in  the  south-east,  but  the  condition  is  poor  generally  elsewhere. 
The  crop  in  Natal  averages  about  10  per  cent,  below  normal,  except  in 
Ubombo,  where  lack  of  rain  has  reduced  the  prospects  considerably. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Natal  Sugar  Association  states  (21st  December)  that 
it  was  not  possible  then  to  estimate  the  area  under  Sugar-cane,  as  the 
harvesting  season  had  just  been  completed.  Good  rains  tell  all  along  the 
sugar  belt  during  the  month,  which  should  make  good  results  possible  in  the 
forthcoming  season.  (D.C.I.  12,251.)

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  pariigraph  (5)  of  the  Unemploj*ment  Insurance  (Umpire) 
Regulations,  the  Minister  of  Tjal>our  hereby  gives  Notice  of  the  following 
decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions  are  payable: — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1649  X.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  stiffeners,  shanks  and 
l)oards  for  boots  and  shoes  if  composed  wholly  or  mainly  of  leather,  including 
compressed  leather  from  leather  shreds. 

Note. — Decisions  in  which  the  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  are 
payable  under  the  National  Insurance  (Part  11.)  (Munition  Workers)  Act, 
1916,  are  indicated  by  the  letter  X  at  the  end  ot  the  nnmlier,  e.g.,  1654X. 
Contributions  under  these  decisions  are  payable  as  from  the  4th  September, 
1916. 

Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question  has  been 
decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not  admitting  of  reason¬ 
able  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  rbise  no  question  of 
general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a  previous 
decision,  are  not  published. 
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
